: The Secison. For Fires 


Recently, two children, about two years 
old ‘burned to death in a home in which 
they were the only occupants. The adult, 
who was caring for the children, stepped 
out of the house for only a short period, and 
upon returning, found the home in flames. 

A short time before, in another section 
of the country, all but one child of some 
eight or nine in the same family were burned 
or suffocated when their home burned. 

We point to these incidents to call at- 
tention to the fact that young children 
are almost helpless when trapped in a 
house-fire. Unattended, they stand little 
chance of survival unless firemen happen to 
be lucky enough to extinguish the flames at 
an early stage and if the children-aceupy the 
part of the house which did not burn. * 

This is the season for fires and we call 
attention to the tragedies above in the hope 
that parents will take notice and resolve ‘to 
exercise every care in an effort to. prevent 
such tragedies.
